Decrease in Army Diseases 


By LOGAN CLEND ENING, M. P 
BRIGADIER General Simmons, 
of the Surgeon-Generals office, 
has just p ublished a summary of 
the health of the army in World 
War II and has given comp arative 
statistics of World War I. The re-

p ort is of great interest to mc, 
esp ecially where it concerns com­ 
p arative figures between 1917- 
1918 and 1941-1942, because of 
one of these I can say . “All of this 
I saw, and p art of it I wa*.” 
Of the diseases that can be p re­ 
vented by vaccination or inocula­ 
tion, the army in the p resent war 
has been p ractically free. It is an 
examp le for civilian p op ulations 
to emulate. I mention this because 
I get a flood of criticisms when­ 
ever I p ublish an article advocat­ 
ing smallp ox, ty p hoid fever and 
dip htheria vaccination. 
The smallp ox record shows that 
in tha Civil War, with two and a 
half million men under arms, the 
number of cases of smallp ox was 
nearly 19,000—-a rate of 7.97 p er 
1.000. Either the medical dep art­ 
ment FSI not strict enough, or else 
there were more vociferous howl­ 
ers a g a i n s t vaccination and more 
suckers to believe them then. 
Rate in Sp anish-American War 
In the Sp amsh-Ameriean War, 
with half a million men under 
arms. there were 825 cases—a rate 
of 1.85 p er 1,000. In World War I, 
with four minion men under arms, 
there were 853 cases—a rate of 
0.20 p er 1,000. In World War II, 
according to General Simmons, 
since 1940 there have been occa­ 
sional cases—“giving a rate too 
small to record grap hically .” 
Measles was one of our scour­ 
ges in 1917-1918. 
There were 
about 100,000 cases in the whole 
army . In 1917 the rate was al­ 
most 240 p er 1,000. There ha' 
been one fairly severe ep idemic 
in 1941. but not of such p rop or­ 
tions—the rate being about 50 p er 
1.000. I cannot account for this,

infec tious diseases go through. At 
any rate, thank heaven it is so, 
because we had a frightful death 
rate from measles in 1917. 
Mump s is one of th# scourges of 
armies, not because it is danger­ 
ous in itself, but because of the 
long p eriod of convalescence—six 
weeks—the army requires. The 
army of World War II has also 
had less mump s. It may be that 
the greater movement of p op u­ 
lation from 1920 to 1940 accounts 
for the decrease. Our cases cf 
measles and mump s, 1917-1918, 
were mostly in draftees from 
rural districts, few of whom had 
ever been far enough from home 
to contact contagious diseases. 
Now with automobile traffic ao 
much increased, as well as in­ 
crease in rural schooling, going to 
the University , etc., enough con­ 
tacts are made to insure p retty 
general immunity . 


Percentage of Meningitis 
Meningitis is also a scourge, but 
because of its danger, not the 
number of cases. In 1918 there 
wore 4.5 cases p er 1,000 in th# 
army . An outbreak during this 
war made a record of 217 cases 
p er 1,000. But thanks to the sulfa 
drugs its ating is gone. The death 
rate in 1942 was only 8 p er cent 
comp ared to the 1918 death rate 
of 34 p er cent. 
Resp iratory diseases — iafluen- 
r.a, p neumonia—are still trouble­ 
some. Malaria is the worst curse, 
j Nutritional deficiency is hardly 
I known. Tho United States Army 
j is still the best-fed army in the 
world.

Interested:—Is there auch a 
thing as a “touch” of tubercu­ 
losis?

Answer: Certainly . Tuberculo­ 
sis is a disease which starts with 
a very small destruction of tissue 
arid which if unchecked, sp reads 
to neighboring tissue.
